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Dean Read, 26, leaves wife who is pregnant with their first child 

Rams star dies after 
collapsing during 


home game

A RUGBY player who died after 
collapsing during a game has 
been denied the joy of seeing his 
first child be born. 

Dean Read, 26, was rushed to 
hospital after he fell to the ground 
towards the end of Harlow Rams’ 
game with Maldon on Saturday. 

He died on Sunday morning 
from an unknown cause. He 
leaves behind pregnant wife Lucy, 
whom he married last year. 

The official match report stated 
the Rams, the second team of Har¬ 
low Rugby Club, had taken a 79-0 
lead late into the game at their 
ground in Ram Gorse, Harlow, 
when tragedy struck. 

Something wrong 

The report read: “As the players 
retired into their own half it 
became apparent there was 
something wrong with Dean Read 
and the match was halted while he 
received treatment. 

“This led to an ambulance 
being called and Dean being 
rushed to hospital.” 

Tributes have poured in for 
Dean, who previously stud¬ 
ied at Harlow

Councillors

HUNDREDS of families are 
set to lose as much as £115-a- 
week after changes to the Gov¬ 
ernment benefits cap. 

On Monday, the limit on 
total benefits a family can 
receive dropped from £26,000 a 
year to £20,000. 

In Harlow, around 200 
households could be affected 
by the changes which include 
Child Tax Credits and Uni¬ 
versal Credit. 

Dig deeper 

The money will be taken 
from claimants’ housing bene¬ 
fit - paid direct to landlords - 
meaning many will have to dig 
deeper to pay the rent. 

Terrie Alafat, chief execut¬ 
ive of the Chartered Institute 
of Housing, said the new cap 
would put many at risk of 
losing their homes and render 
some housing unaffordable. 

She said: “The results of our 
research are extremely wor¬ 
rying. It shows that the reduc¬ 
tion in total benefits is going 
to hit some of the most vul¬ 
nerable families of all sizes. 

“These families will lose 
out when the cap comes into 
effect from November 7 and in

TENS of thousands of 
children in the East of 
England are set to be 
affected by the change to the 
cap. 

According to research 
carried out by The 
Children’s Society, 22,000 
children in the region live in 
households in line to lose 
money. 

The charity estimates 550 
children will be hit in 
Broxbourne, Epping Forest 
and Harlow, and 280 in East 
Hertfordshire and North 
Hertfordshire. 

The charity fears the cut 
could lead to more families 
being made homeless or 
forced to move away from 
their children’s schools and 
friends. 

The charity’s chief 
executive, Matthew Reed, 
said: “Given the Prime 
Minister’s aspiration of 
making Britain a country 
that works for everyone, it is 
deeply disappointing that 
the Government is pushing 
ahead with an ongoing 
agenda of cuts to financial 
support for children in low- 
income families. 

Unnecessary 

“Making savings by 
cutting help for the poorest 
children is unnecessary and 
unfair. 

“This is a blunt 
instrument trying to solve a 
complex problem. 

“The policy is targeted at 
workless adults, but the 
reality is that children are 
considerably more likely 
than adults to lose out and 
there is nothing fair about 
trying to balance the books 
on the backs of poor 
children.” 

The Chartered Institute of 
Housing estimates more 
than 300,000 children will be 
affected nationwide. The 
Department for Work and 
Pensions disputes this 
figure, and argues it fails to 
take into account that the 
cap will move more people 
into work.

“I have written the shortest novel in 
the world which I believe is unbeatable 
as the book contains only one char¬ 
acter.” 

Mr Ahuja’s record is currently 
pending at The Guinness Book of 
World Records and he will find out in 
December if he is to take the title. 

There is currently no record for the 
shortest novel written in the Guinness 
Book of World Records. 

The property investor realised his 
love for writing when he began writ¬ 
ing non-fiction 16 years ago, but as of 
last year Mr Ahuja has moved into 
writing fiction. 

“I have to say it has grabbed me as I 
love the fact that you have full control 
on what happens and when.”

PROPOSALS for a two-bedroom 
house in Wharley Hook were 
approved by Harlow Council’s 
Development Management 
Committee.

ONE HUNDRED years after the 
Battle of the Somme, heroes of 
both world wars will be 
remembered. 

Despite Harlow New Town not 
existing at the time, 126 soldiers 
who lived in the area died in the 
First World War and 32 in the 
Second World War. 

A service and wreath laying at 
Netteswell Cross in Harlow Town 
Park from 10.30am on Remem¬ 
brance Sunday will be followed by 
a two-minute silence at 11am. 

Councillor Jean Clark will lay a 
wreath on behalf of the Labour 
group of Harlow Council. 

The portfolio holder for gov¬ 
ernance is also chairman of a 
project to remember Harlow sol¬ 
diers who died in the First World 
War. 

She said: “There was such an 
appalling loss of life. 

“I have been very moved by the 
stories that I have heard. 

“It has confirmed my desire for 
peace.” 

Earlier this year Ms Clark laid 
another wreath to mark the 100th 
anniversary of the Battle of the 


Somme in her position as group 
chairman. 

She commented: “I am sur¬ 
prised at the extent of the interest 
and pleased. 

“When we celebrated The 
Battle of the Somme I laid a 
wreath and it evoked a tremend¬ 
ous amount of general interest. 

“I just chair the group. The 
members themselves take 
interest different aspects of the 
war.” 

Harlow war history expert Nich 
Taylor has helped produce a book¬ 
let to remember the town’s sol¬ 
diers who died in the First World 
War. 

The second edition was pub¬ 
lished in 2014 to mark the 100th 
anniversary of the start and he 
plans to compile a third edition in 
2018 to mark the centenary of the 
end. 

He said: “There are four or five 
people intending to lay crosses at 
the four memorials in Harlow on 
Sunday. 

“Those are Great Parndon, 
Netteswell and Burnt Mill, Potter 
Street, Latton and surrounding 
district and Old Harlow. 

“For the past 40 years I have 
been attending the ceremony at 


Netteswell.” 

The Battle of the Somme was 
fought from July 1 to November 18 
1916 and claimed the lives of more 
than one million soldiers. 

For the past 14 weeks Mr Taylor 


has exhibited information about 
the battle in several public spaces 
including the Harvey Centre. 

He said: “There has been lots of 
interest. Some people have come 
up and said they don’t know what 


happened to a grandad or a great 
uncle and we have tracked them 
down. 

“One person found out their 
relative has a grave in France and 
she was in floods of tears.”

Police claim new 
drugs crackdown 
has been success 

MORE than 90 arrests have been made in the 
Harlow area since April in a police drugs 
crackdown. 

Operation Raptor, a project to disrupt and 
dismantle gangs who deal drugs in Essex, has led 
to £172,000-worth of drugs being seized countywide 
and 1,300 arrests made. 

The West Essex local policing authority has 
more than played its part in seizing drugs with 
combined a street value of £13,000, including Class 
A narcotics such as cocaine and heroin. 

Superintendent Paul Wells, who is leading 
Operation Raptor, said: “I hope these figures help 
reassure residents that we are working to bring to 
justice gang members who think they can travel to 
Essex to commit their crimes. 

Unrest 

"Drug-dealing and violence between rival gangs 
understandably causes high levels of unrest in our 
communities and we will continue to use a variety 
of tactics to bring to justice those who carry them. 

“These statistics speak for themselves and I’m 
pleased that drugs with the potential to cause 
harm in our communities and the dealers who sell 
them are being put taken off our streets.” 

Operation Raptor squads also offer support to 
those affected by gang criminality. To combat this 
officers are also working to educate young people 
about the realities of gang life. 

Superintendent Wells said: “Drug dealing gangs 
exploit and prey on the vulnerable in our 
communities, persuading them to carry drugs on 
their behalf and taking over their homes as a base 
from which to deal.”

A PROJECT is under way to improve The Stow with 
councillors and shoppers concerned the Harlow 
shopping hatch is in decline. 

Following a suspected murder outside a takeaway 
in the arcade, residents fear the area is unsafe. 

Robert Halfon addressed Harlow Council at a 
meeting on Thursday to ask what the local authority 
is doing to save it. 

The town MP attended with traders from The 
Stow with a petition to prompt urgent action and 
asked: “What is the council going to do to help 
struggling businesses and regeneration of the 
area?” 

Jon Clempner, council leader, responded: “There 
is ongoing dialogue with retailers as the council 
develops improvement plans and initiatives. 

“A project is under way to work with retailers to 
look at options for environmental improvements.” 

Support 

He explained that retailers will be contacted by 
the chairman of the council’s strategy and economic 
development committee, who can offer business 
support, information and advice. 

Mr Clempner added that bold ideas, such as 
allowing cars passage through the currently-ped- 
estrianised area, were being considered. 

He added: “The council is committed to doing all it 
can to improve the Stow for residents, businesses 
and the community as a whole.” 

Arkadiusz Jozwik, a 40-year-old Polish national, 
died on August 29 after being assaulted at The Stow, 
prompting a murder-style investigation and inter¬ 
national media focusing on the hatch. 

Mr Halfon said: “Since the tragedy took place 
there is the possibility for spiral decline in The 
Stow. 

“There is an urgent need for a number of meas¬ 
ures to be taken, partly because people are not going 
to The Stow and there has been an increase of 


antisocial behaviour.” 

The MP said he wanted to see an increase in 
signage and CCTV while he thought rents should be 
cut to help businesses and free parking should be 
extended beyond one hour. 

“I cannot stress how urgent this action is needed,” 
he added. 

Shopper Julie Kay, 45, said: “I’ve lived near The 
Stow for 18 years and back then it wasn’t too bad. 

“I think opening up the through road is asking for 
trouble. People living above the shops won’t want 
that. [The Stow] is installed with security cameras 
but apparently they’re not working.” 


Fellow shopper Carol Hayden, 58, said: “I think 
The Stow is absolutely fine but better security would 
bring more people. People would come if they knew 
that it was safer. 

“A lot of these shops have to deal with groups of 
young people on a daily basis and it’s intimidating. 
A lot of these stores have been here for a long time, 
they wouldn’t want to have to move.” 

Alan Peat, 58, said: “I come to The Stow every 
other day. Shops are suffering because of super¬ 
markets like Tesco and Aldi, it’s not as popular as it 
once was. 

“Parking is always a problem in the Stow.”

392 bus route is 
axed - but who 
knows when? 

A VITAL bus route used by workers 
and schoolchildren will soon be 
cancelled - but the operator cannot 
say exactly when. 

The 392 service running between 
Harlow Town and Rye Park will no 
longer operate, TrustyBus has 
confirmed.But despite more than 
week of inquiries by Star reporters, 
the firm could not give a definitive 
date for the cancellation, although 
it intimated the service would not 
be operating by Christmas. 

Nazeing resident, Dawn Maxen, 
works on Hoddesdon High Street 
and claims that the cancellation 
leaves her no choice but to take a 
taxi to work and back - which will 
cost around £400 each month. 

Rely 

She said: “So many schoolchildren and elderly 
people rely on this bus and now they have no way 
to and from Hoddesdon.” 

The 392 runs once an hour between Harlow 
Town and Rye Park, stopping in Hoddesdon High 
Street en route. 

Mark Bowden, director of Galleon Travel, which 
runs TrustyBus services, said: “We have 
undertaken a review of our commercial services 
and due to the low usage this service is no longer 
viable as a commercial operation. 

“This has been caused by rising fuel costs and 
rising insurance costs caused by the no-win, no-fee 
culture of ‘let’s claim for everything’ and of course 
it’s the end user who suffers the consequence of 
this. 

“Other services that we operate have also been 
reviewed and cut backs have been made 
elsewhere.”

seems huge - a polluted 
rock cluttered with 
billions of competing lifeforms, 
whose paths rarely intersect. 

As our world turns, we rarely 
look past national borders, let 
alone tilt our heads to the stars 
and contemplate how 
insignificant we are in the vast 
expanse of space. 

To me, it’s inconceivable that 
of all the planets we can see with 
the most powerful telescopes or 
probes, and the millions that will 
remain forever hidden, only our 
astronomical home is capable of 
sustaining intelligent life. The 
greater surprise, surely, would 
be that we are alone. 

Based on a short story by Ted 
Chiang, Arrival is contemplative 
science-fiction drama, which 
imagines mankind’s shambolic 
reaction to first contact with an 
otherworldly race, and the 
dangerous fractures that would 
appear as nations disagree over 
the best course of action. 

If governments can’t cooperate 
over the environment, finance 
and immigration, what hope is 
there when we collectively face a 
possible extinction event? 

Director Denis Villeneuve and 
screenwriter Eric Heisserer 
aren’t interested in 
Independence Day-style 
pyrotechnics, although their film 
is punctuated with impressive 
special effects sequences. 

Like Close Encounters Of The 
Third Kind, Arrival 
philosophises and digests before 
it considers locking and loading 
a weapon. Twelve giant obloid 
spacecraft enter Earth’s 
atmosphere and descend over 
seemingly random locations 
including Devon, the Black Sea 
and a lush meadow in Montana. 

US Army Colonel Weber 
(Forest Whitaker) leads the

American response and he 
recruits emotionally scarred 
linguistics expert Dr Louise 
Banks (Amy Adams) to decipher 
a coded language used by the 
visitors. 

Banishing painful memories of 
her young daughter’s death, 
Louise aligns with military 
scientist Ian Donnelly (Jeremy 
Renner) to unravel the 
conundrum, while the CIA, led 
by Agent Halpern (Michael 
Stuhlbarg), considers the 
terrifying possibility that we are 
in the calm before an 
intergalactic storm. 

“If this is some peaceful first 
contact, why send 12 ships? Why 
not send one?” asks a woman on 
a radio show, encapsulating the 
paranoia sweeping the globe. 

As nations grow nervous, 
especially General Shang (Tzi 
Ma), chairman of the People’s 
Liberation Army in China, 
Louise and Ian take potentially 
lethal leaps of faith to better 
understand the aliens’ 
intentions. Meanwhile, Captain 
Marks (Mark O’Brien) and other 
subordinates under Weber’s 
command debate a blunt show of 
force against the tentacled 
extra-terrestrials. 

Anchored by Adams’ 
mesmerizing performance, 
Arrival is an extremely stylish 
tale of grief and self-sacrifice 
that uncoils beautifully for two 
hours. 

Pacing is deliberately 
pedestrian, cranking up tension

as flawed characters wrestle 
with agonizing questions of 
mortality.

At the very moment we 
discover we are not alone, we 
have never been further apart.

The man behind Birmingham's first Michelin star is dishing up another batch of 
dinner-time delights in his new book, Rib Ticklers & Choux-lns. All served with a 
healthy dose of humour, of course.

E’S been branded one 
of the trailblazers of 
new British cooking, 
but at the heart of 
Glynn Purnell’s 
success is his refusal to take 
himself too seriously. 

If he’s not cracking jokes and 
reeling off witty anecdotes, the 
‘Yummy Brummie’ is referring 
to himself as the Roger Federer 
of Birmingham’s imploding 
culinary scene. 

“Do you know what I mean?” 
he asks, with a cheeky grin. 

“I’m always going to be 
remembered as something that 
broke the mould; the one who 
was awarded the first ever 
Michelin star in Birmingham 
[which happened in 2005, while 
he was head chef at Jessica’s in 
Edgbaston],” says the 
forward-thinker. 

“I’m still in the mix, so I like 
to see myself as a Roger Federer: 
I won’t be No 1 all of the time, 
but it’s great,” the 41-year-old 
adds, chuckling. “Competition is 
great!” 

And having achieved his 
childhood goal - “I never had 
any interest in passing GCSEs 
because I knew I was going to be 
a chef” - it seems Purnell, who 
today runs the Michelin-starred 
Purnell’s restaurant and 
Purnell’s Bistro in 
Birmingham’s thriving city 
centre, has plenty to smile about. 
Inspiration 

His latest venture is the 
brilliantly-titled cookbook Rib 
Ticklers & Choux-lns, a 
follow-up to 2014’s Cracking 
Yolks & Pig Tales, and a tome he 
says was inspired by the more 
down-to-earth dishes served at 
his bistro, or “takeaway food at 
home”. 

Written with trademark wit, 
chapters range from ‘This little 
piggy went to market’ to ‘A 
moment on the lips’. It’s infused 
with brunch, fish, meat and 
knockout dessert recipes, and 
peppered with yarns about 
perfecting his skills through 
years of reading women’s 
magazines at the dentist, and 
why he has such a vendetta 
against sprouts. 

“It’s important as a chef to 
have your own personality, but 
then to be able to put that 
personality onto the page makes 
you different,” reasons Purnell, 
who credits his publishers with 
giving him the creative freedom 
to put out a book that “sounds as 
if I’m talking to you”. 

“When I stop running 
restaurants, and when I stop 
doing what I’m doing, I want 
people to look back and go, ‘Oh 
look, that’s a Glynn Purnell 
dish‘, or when they come to the 
restaurant and eat a dish, they 
know they’re not going to get 
that anywhere else in the world. 

“It’s important to keep hold of 
your personality,” he continues. 
“I’ve been cooking in 
Michelin-star restaurants nearly 
all of my career, and chefs 
always want to perceive 
themselves as being a bit

aggressive. I’ve moved on from 
that. 

“I don’t need to push my chest 
out and act like some sort of big 
grumpy chef that throws plates 
at people, because times have 
changed. For me, food is fun; you 
should have fun. 

“Some chefs should smile a bit 
more - it wouldn’t kill them!” 

And a sense of joy is certainly 
a trait the father-of-three - 
Purnell has sons Oliver, 11, and 
Vincent, five, and eight-year-old 
daughter, Esme, with his wife, 
Kerry - is keen to encourage at 
home, too. 

Residing in Warwickshire - 
“out in the sticks” - he fondly 
recalls weekends spent 
blackberry picking with his kids 
(and Whoops the family Jack 
Russell), to the slightly more 
obscure but spectacular tales of 
Esme requesting the “pretty” 
head of a dead pheasant to 
fashion a princess wand with, 
and Oliver’s award-winning 
show-and-tell session, in which 
he presented a boiled and 
bleached pig’s head. 

His kids are foodies too, he 
states. 

“They like the way it brings us 
all together. They love cooking 
and they’re pretty clued up as 
well. If we go somewhere, they’ll 
say, ‘Oh Dad, that doesn’t taste 
nice - there isn’t enough...’, and 
I’m just thinking, ‘Oh my God, 
I’ve created little food critics!”’ 

Revered for his long-standing 
culinary commitment to 
University College Birmingham 
and their Young Chef of the Year 
competition, plus hosting duties 
on BBC One’s Saturday Kitchen 
and ITV’s newly-announced 
Secret Chef, due next year, can 
he see himself finding time to 
expand the brand - perhaps for 
the Purnell juniors? 

“I never say never,” he retorts 
with a glint. “I think other cities 
are quite daunting, because 
everybody knows of me [in 
Birmingham]. If I went to 
London, would I just get 
swallowed up? 


“I’m going to keep moving 
forward and carry on being the 
chirpy Brummie I always am!” 

Fancy dishing up some of 
Birmingham’s finest at home? 
Here are two recipes from 
Purnell’s new book to get stuck 
in to... 

SWEET SPICY STICKY RIBS 

Serves 7 
Ingredients 

2tbsp vegetable oil 

1 onion, thinly sliced 

2 garlic cloves, thinly sliced 
4 cloves 

y 2 cinnamon stick 
Itsp black onion seeds 
Itsp ground ginger 

1 rack of pork belly ribs, cut into 
individual ribs 

150g caster sugar 
50ml white wine vinegar 
50ml dark soy sauce 
Itbsp (large) tomato ketchup 

2 medium-hot chillies, roughly 
chopped 

Itbsp chopped coriander 
Squeeze of lime juice 

Method 

Heat the oil in a large saucepan 
over a medium heat. Add the 
onion and garlic and cook until 
softened but only lightly 
coloured. 

Add the cloves, cinnamon, onion 
seeds and ginger to the pan and 
then add the ribs. Cover all the 
ingredients with two litres of cold 
water (or enough to cover the 
ribs), then simmer for 30-40 
minutes until the meat is tender. 
Drain the ribs (you can reserve 
the cooking liquid to make a 
sauce for another dish). 

Heat a large frying pan, add the 
sugar, vinegar and soy sauce and 
boil the mixture until reduced to a 
thick consistency. 

Add the ketchup to the pan, then 
stir in the ribs, coating well with 
the glaze. Add the chillies, 
coriander and a squeeze of lime 
juice, then serve. The ribs can be 
served with egg noodles or 
jasmine rice. 

A little tip - instead of ribs, buy 
pork belly on the bone. That way 
you get free ribs and probably the 
best part of the pig. 

WHITE & DARK CHOCOLATE 
CHEESECAKE WITH BANANA 'NON' 

ICE CREAM 

Serves 6 

Ingredients 

150g digestive biscuits, crushed 
l/ 2 tsp ground cinnamon 
!4?tsp ground ginger 
80g salted butter 
400g soft cream cheese 
50ml double cream 

1 vanilla pod, split lengthways 
and seeds scraped out 

150g white chocolate, melted 
1 tablespoon brandy (or other 


brown spirit, such as dark rum) 
150g dark chocolate, melted 
For the banana ‘non’ ice cream: 

3 ripe bananas 

Splash of banana liqueur 

Itbsp brown sugar 

300ml whipping cream, whipped 

to soft peaks 

Method 

Mix together the biscuits, 
cinnamon and ginger in a mixing 
bowl. 

Melt the butter in a saucepan, 
then pour over the crushed 
biscuit mixture and mix together 
well. 

Line the base of a 20-22cm flan 
tin with the biscuit mixture, 
pressing it down firmly using the 
back of a spoon, cover and chill 
in the fridge for two to four hours 
until firm. 

Divide the cream cheese between 
two separate bowls. 

Add the cream and vanilla seeds 
to one of the bowls and mix 
together, then fold the melted 
white chocolate into the cream 
cheese and vanilla mixture. 

Add the brandy to the melted 
dark chocolate, then fold it into 
the other bowl. 

Spoon the chocolate mixtures, 
alternating one at a time, onto the 


biscuit base, then take a spoon 
and swirl the mixture to create a 
marbled effect. Leave to set in 
the fridge for two hours. 

For the banana ‘non’ ice cream, 
put the bananas in a blender and 
whiz to a smooth puree. Mix in 
the banana liqueur and sugar, 
then fold in the whipped cream. 

Transfer the mixture to a lidded 
freezer-proof container and place 
in the freezer for about six hours 


until set. Stir occasionally while 
freezing. 

Once both have set, cut the 
cheesecake into nice big slices 
and serve with a generous scoop 
of the banana ‘non‘-ice cream.

It's hardly a bleak house 



STEVEN Spielberg was recently 
described as a modern-day 
Charles Dickens for his ability to 
tell a brilliant story. 

But while Spielberg’s work 
continues including recent 
filming in Birmingham for his 
latest movie Ready Player One, 
Dickens is of course long gone 
leaving behind his dozen or 
more novels including most 
famously, Bleak House. 

Published in 1853 it satirises 
the then inefficient English legal 
system and particularly the 
anguish caused by poorly-made 
wills. 

The book is set in and around 
a property called Bleak House 
and although it’s a fictional 
location, a real Bleak House 
survives today. It’s where 
Dickens and his family 
holidayed regularly between 1837 
and 1859 and where he wrote 
much of his 1849 novel David 
Copperfield. 

Dickens loved the property 
and wrote in one of its upper 
rooms overlooking Viking Bay 
and Broadstairs harbour in 
Kent. Today it is a five-star guest 
house full of Dickens 
memorabilia including his 
writing desk, as well as being 
run as a wedding venue. It also 


includes a museum dedicated to 
the area’s smuggling history and 
folklore. 

The current owners 
refurbished the Grade II listed 
property in 2012 and it has seven 
bedrooms, five bathrooms and 
many of its original features 
including ornate coved ceilings, 
picture rails, superb fireplaces, 
decorative archways and an awe 


inspiring mahogany staircase. 

But the property’s connections 
to Dickens are not its only 
literary ones. 

Children’s author Hans 
Christian Andersen also 
holidayed at the property.

Where Sting was stung by love 


MOST people in relationships 
can recollect where they first 
met their partner and for Sting 
and his wife Trudie Styler, it was 
a stucco-fronted square in 
central London. 

The pair lived there during the 
late 1970s in separate apartments 
on Leinster Square and it wasn’t 
until a hot summer’s day in 1977 
that Trudi spotted him walking 
down the street. 

Sting was then already 
married with a small boy, had 
green hair and The Police had 
only just formed. 

But four years later Sting and 
Trudie began an affair and in 
1983 she fell pregnant while on 
the road as The Police toured 
that year’s hit album, 
Synchronicity. The couple went 
on to marry in 1992 and have 
four children. 


Leinster Square is a shadow of 
its former self. Once a place 
where struggling musicians and 
actors could afford to live it is 
now only for London’s very 
wealthy. 

A few doors down from Sting’s 
old basement flat developer 
Alchemi Group has restored five 
properties at 13-19 Leinster 
Square, which is in Notting Hill. 

It will contain 15 homes 
including lateral and triplex 
apartments with either three or 
four bedrooms, which are are 
now available to buy off-plan.

THE Knights Templar were until 
recently a largely forgotten 
medieval religious and military 
order. But that all changed in 
2003 when author Dan Brown’s 
thriller The Da Vinci Code was 
published. 

The book went on to sell over 
80 million copies around the 
world and in 2006 was made into 
a film starring Tom Hanks.

C ARS long ago ceased to 
be simply a means of 
getting from A to B. 

The new Audi Q2, for 
instance, is ‘the latest 
tool for modern living,’ 
according to its maker. 

If that sounds about as 
emotionally involving as a plate 
of cold bratwurst, consider that 
this smallest SUV in the Audi 
range is also ‘an essential life 
prop.’ 

Peer through those lifestyle 
utterings and you’ll find a car 
that deserves better than phrases 
that mean an empty nothing; it’s 
a good drive and will sell in 
shedloads. 

In fact, Audi reckons it will 
become the fourth best seller in 
its UK line up, with around 
15,000 of them finding homes 
here each year (FYI; the A3 is top 
of the sales chart with double 
that number), but don’t bet 
against Q2 numbers climbing. 

Worldwide, around half of all 
new Audis are now SUVs, 
headed by the huge and faintly 
menacing bulk of the Q7, with 
the Q5 and Q3 following in 
descending size order. 

Now the Q2 doorstops the Audi 
SUVs with a car that manages to 
look chunky and tough without 


the visual thuggery of its older 
siblings. It also starts at the 
moment with £22,380 for a 
1.4-litre petrol version, which 
looks positively bargain 
basement in Audi terms. 

And, before year end, there’ll 
be an even cheaper 1.0-litre 
petrol model that will cost just 
£20,230 in entry level SE trim. 

The current Q2 engine choice 
is between the 150 horsepower 
1.4 TFSI or a 116 horsepower 
1.6-litre TDI diesel with the latter 
a scant £100 dearer in all the 
three trim levels on offer - SE, 
Sport and S line. 

Only 15 per cent of Q2 owners 
are likely to take their car at SE 


level, with most heading for the 
£1,550 dearer Sport models that 
add satellite navigation, cruise 
control, bigger alloy wheels, 
sports front seats, auto lights 
and wipers, a choice of four 
driving modes (which will stiffen 
the suspension, for instance) and 
modest bodywork changes to tell 
the cars apart. 

Pay another £2,250 and you 
arrive at the S line, expected to 
woo a significant 40 per cent of 
sales with changes that include 
powerful LED headlights and 
rear lights but are mostly 
cosmetic and add a bit of the 
visual aggression of bigger Audi 
SUVs, from enlarged front air 
intakes to sculpted side sills. 


If that’s not enough, there is 
the Q2 Edition 1, starting at 
£31,170 and topping out at £35,730 
for a 2.0-litre diesel with quattro 
four-wheel drive. Stand out 
features are special Quantum 
grey paint, black alloy wheels 
and other black body parts 
adding a touch of menace. 

Inside, you’ll find sports seats 
in soft nappa leather and an LED 
package that includes dash and 
door inlays that light up softly. 

Every Q2 has what Audi calls a 
C-pillar blade but you might 
know as the bit behind the rear 
doors. It comes here in four 
different, contrasting colours 
(grey, silver, titanium ot grey) 


depending on the grade of the 
car. 

Standard kit across the range 
includes low speed automatic 
braking if you’re not paying 
attention and extra cash brings 
an instrument panel with TV 
screen definition, head-up 
display and adaptive cruise 
control that will take most of the 
drudgery out of slow speed 
driving by stopping and starting 
the car in line with the traffic 
ahead. 

Audi sees the MINI 
Countryman as a key competitor 
and a comparison shows how 
relatively small the Q2 is, at 
4,191mm nose to tail only 94mm 


(or less than four inches) longer 
and a little lower and lighter and 
larger of boot into the bargain. 

It doesn’t look that small, and 
drives like a larger car too. If 
Audi was once knocked soundly 
for building cars with 
suspension too stiff for British 
roads (it was and it did) that no 
longer applies with the Q2. 

Tellingly, the Q2 in its most 
overtly ‘sporty’ S line guise 
comes with non-sport springing 
but can be stiffened at no extra 
cost. The test car had been, yet 
drove some indifferent Suffolk 
roads with controlled aplomb. 

The 1.4 TFSI petrol engine, 
matched to a fine seven-speed 
automatic gearbox (£1,550 extra) 
punted the car along very nicely 
indeed and showed 42.2mpg at 
journey’s end. 

A 1.6 diesel tried in most softly 
sprung SE trim actually coped 
markedly less well with poor 
roads, feeling stiff and 
unyielding at times. It also made 
more engine noise but pulled 
strongly and topped 55mpg on 
the same route. 

Either engine sits nicely in a 
car that has hit the madly 
expanding desire for SUVs at 
precisely the right time, and at 
prices that are going to raise 
eyebrows - for the right reason.

Chiassaro s hoping 
to come to the fore 

Funding boost for Paralympian on road to Tokyo

RICHARD CHIASSARO is hoping 
that increased funding and the 
potential retirement of wheel¬ 
chair racing rival David Weir can 
help him raise his profile further 
and move up to the next level in 
the coming year. 

The Harlow-based athlete has 
enjoyed the best form of his career 
in 2016, putting the fastest times 
in the world on the board in the 
T54 400m and 800m. 

He finished ahead of six-time 
Paralympic gold medallist Weir 
in the 400m final in Rio, only for 
the national media to focus on 
Weir’s failures rather than Chi- 
assaro’s success, something he 
has found tough to deal with. 

“I found it hard that when I 
came fourth in Rio, in the final of 
the 400m, nobody said anything to 
me. 

“They were all focussed on why 
Dave didn’t beat me. It wasn’t 
‘well done you beat Dave’. That is 
tough. 

“That comes with his profile, 
doesn’t it? Even when I’m beating 
him. 

“He reckons he’s retiring from 


the track next year, but he said 
that last year so we’ll just have to 
wait and see what happens.” 

Chiassaro also believes that the 
relay side will have a good chance 
at the World ParaAthletics Cham¬ 
pionships in London next year, 
with Weir unlikely to take part. 

He seemingly stopped trying 
during his leg of the T54 4x400m 
relay after Chiassaro had given 
the team every chance of securing 
a medal with a blistering open 
leg. 

Awesome 

He added: “He was the one with 
the issue, it was nobody else. 

“If you look at the splits in the 
relay, mine was quick! 

“I felt less pressure being 
behind a team, so when I did my 
first lap, I knew that there was 
three other guys and I knew that 
we could bang out an awesome 
time. 

“But what happened, 
happened. We’ll just sort out 
somebody else to take over in the 
relay and maybe, maybe win it at 
the World Championships next 
year.” 

Despite the controversies, Chi¬ 
assaro described his Rio exper¬ 


ience as ‘awesome’, despite being 
slightly worried ahead of going 
out there. 

“Honestly, I was worried going 
out there with all the funding cuts 
[to Rio venues] they were going on 


about in the news. 

“But the village was just amaz¬ 
ing, I’d never experienced any¬ 
thing like it. 

“The only thing that I’d say was 
bad, was the journey back and 


forth to the track every day. 

“On a good day, it took an hour, 
so if you had a heat in the morning 
you’d leave at stupid times. 

“The village was awesome, the 
apartment was great, apart from 
the travel, it was very good.” 

His performances over the year 
have seen Chiassaro promoted to 
the podium potential category of 
British Athletics’ World Class 
Performance Programme, which 
will allow him more funding for 
warm weather training and more 
access to the medical facilities, 
should he need them. 

Heading into 2017, Chiassaro 
has vowed to stop showing so 
much respect to his fellow ath¬ 
letes and focus on his main 
strength, his speed, in all his 
races. 

“My top speed is better than 
probably 99 per cent of the other 
racers. 

“That’s what I’m going to use 
from now on, to not show so much 
respect to other racers and just go 
out and do what I know I can do. 

“My aim next year is to take the 
lead in all my races. I know I can 
knock out a lmin 32sec time in the 
800m, which would have won me 
gold in Rio, I just bottled it.” 


CHARLIE DICKENS signed for 
Harlow Town on Monday, with 
Danny Chapman admitting he 
had been keeping an eye on the 
young defender all season. 

Dickens has been playing for 
Ashford United in the Southern 
Counties Premier League, but 
trained with the Hawks in the 
summer. 

Chapman said he wanted the 
19-year-old to get more games 
under his belt before signing 
him, but is excited to work with 
the centre-back. 

He explained: “We had Charlie 
in over the summer training 
with us and we really liked him. 
The problem was he needed to 
play games and look to improve, 
which we couldn’t offer him. 

“So he went back to Ashford 
and he’s played lots of football 
over the last few months and 
we’ve kept an eye on him. 

“We felt now was the time to 
bring him in and he can add 
some strength to our squad. 

“We’ll wait and see if he’s 
thrown straight in or not, I’ll 
pick the side I think can win the 
game, whatever that might be. 

“He might have to bide his 
time and wait for his chance, but 
he’s one I’m excited about and 
really looking forward to 
working with. He’s a good, 
honest lad which is want we 
want in our squad.” 

The Hawks travel to 
Brightlingsea Regent on 
Saturday in the FA Trophy 
second round qualifying, with 
Chapman drawing inspiration 
from Bognor Regis Town’s run to 
the semi-final last year. 

“It’s a big competition for us, 
it’s a competition you can go far 
in with a bit of luck. You only 
need to look at Bognor Regis and 
what they did last year to see 
that. 

“The FA Trophy is the FA Cup 
of non-league really and if you 
get some luck with the draw, 
there’s no reason you can’t have 
a really good run in it.” 

Ryman North side 
Brightlingsea are second in the 
league and will provide a tough 
test for Chapman’s side. They 
are unbeaten in 11 games.
